HARRISBURG. Pa.. Sept. 16—One 
of the famous old Indian sachems 
of Colonial days has been honored 
with a monument placed 
on 
the 
site of an old Indian council ground 
in Berks county. 
Tho Indian honored by the tab­ 
let and marker Is Shekllammy, the 
great Iroquois who came to Penn­ 
sylvania as a viceroy over the con­ 
quered remnants of the Delawares. 
Shekllammy’s memorial is erected 
on a stone which legend says was 
used by the chief as his council 
seat. The memorial faces the grave 
of Conrad Weiser, noted Indian In­ 
terpreter and trader 
of 
Colonial 
days. 
Weiser and Shekllammy are said 
to have conferred often on the spot 
where the marker 
is 
erected. 
It 
was largely through the effort of 
these two. the one an 
Indian 
of 
royal blood and the other a white 
trader, that the Iroquois are said 
to have remained loyal to the Eng­ 
lish during the French and Indian 
wars. 
When he first came to Pennsyl­ 
vania Shekllammy maintained 
his 
counsel house for some years 
at 
Shamokin, now the site of the city 
of Sunbury. Later he moved Into 
Berks county. 
Across 
the Susquehanna river 
from Sunbury a huge profile of a 
man can be seen on the mountain 
side. This likeness, which is visible 
from 
the 
Susquehanna 
trail 
is 
known as “Shekllammy’s profile.” 


The bungalow got Us name In 
India. 
Early British 
residents 
built one-room, partioned dwell­ 
ings, 
calling 
them 
"bungalows’’ 
from 
the Hindu word “bangla," 
meaning thatched hut.

skin. 
A point th a t would have an Im ­ 
po rtan t bearing on the appearance 
of the future N orthern A ustralians, 
said 
Dr. Basedow, w as the fact 
th a t the hum idity of the tropics 
so diluted the atm osphere that, in 
order to introduce sufficient oxygen 
into the lungs to enable them to 
perform th eir physiological func­ 
tions. larger volum es of air would 
have to be inhaled. 
T h at would 
m ean th at ultim ately th e N orthern 
A ustralian would be a m an with a 
larger 
lung 
capacity 
than 
his 
southern relatives living in a more 
tem perate 
clime. 
M oreover. 
it 
would be necessary for the air to 
reach its destination by the quick­ 
est route so th a t the elevated nose 
w ould be eventually replaced by a 
com paratively 
flat, 
saddle-shaped 
nose w ith wide nostrils. 
“Hence,” said Dr. Basedow, “we 
can visualize the ultim ate w hite 
A ustralian of the tropics as an in ­ 
dividual 
w ith 
dark 
brow n 
skin, 
dark eyes, black hair. and features 
usually described as prim itive.”

generally, by forbidding all but the 
simplest games, such as marbles 
and “catch'' w ith a rubber ball. 
Spine teachers perm it nothing but 
walking a t recess.

staring us in the face, it is not only 
silly but almost criminal to quarrel 
over doctrines when the city is on 
fire," the speaker exclaimed, voic­ 
ing his disapproval of the attem pts 
made In certain quarters to fight 
the movement of religious educa­ 
tion on account of sectarian dif­ 
ferences.

It was unloaded either at New­ 
port Beach or Anaheim Landing, 
and as Anaheim Landing was a 
port before Newport Beach it is 
believed that the boat docked at 
a point near Seal Beach. 
The building was set up in Santa 
Aaa where It was the first school 
thous* in Orange coutyn, it is re­ 
ported although no verification can 
be secured to cinch the matter. 
After being in use in Santa Ana 
the building was taken to Laguna 
Beach where Joseph Yoch erected 
it for a summer beach home. 
It 
is estimated that the structure 
was erected at Laguna Beach some 
time in the late eighties. 
Mr. and Mrs. Toch ar* said to 
have occupied th* building for more 
than SO years finally selling It to 
a Mexican family for $5.

During

August ti. 147 bodies were recov­ 
ered. 
Seven men of the 115th 
regiment, burled by th* Germans 
in a single grave in th* Bois des 
Ogons, near Nantillols, were dis­ 
covered In a single day a few 
weeks ago. 
They were Lh Wil­ 
liam Sheehan and Privates Irving 
Roffls, Jesse E. Schall, August H. 
Rittmlller, 
Edward 
C. 
Moran, 
Henry Fuller and Ellis Eskowlts. 
With German precision, all lay 
in a line, east and west without 
shoes. 
Leather then was 
badly 
needed in blockaded Germany. 
The bureau has a booth at le­ 
gion headquarters 
with 
lists of 
th* missing, the names of their 
outfits and where they were sup­ 
posed to have disappeared. 
For those who fought in France, 
the recent reunion Is not entirely 
the laughter and good fellowship 
of the living. 
There also is a

dy” who still sleeps in the soil of 
France. 
Few come to headquar­ 
ters without Inquiring the routes 
to cemeteries or where a particu­ 
lar comrade Is burled.

radiophone service from the United 
States, Canada and Cuba to the

continental countries

Europe. 
British postoffice authorities in 
charge of radio and telegraph are 
reported 
to 
have 
granted 
the 
Dutch 
government right to use 
the British end of the transatlan­ 
tic 
radiophone 
circuit 
to 
this 
country, 
making 
the 
connection 
between England and Holland via 
land wires and undersea cables. 
This is viewed in W ashington as 
the first step toward a wired re­ 
lay from England that ultim ately 
will make possible telephone con­ 
versations 
with 
Brussels, 
Paris, 
Berlin, Madrid, 
Vienna, W arsaw, 
Rome and other cities in Europe. 
Today only the British Isles are 
served 
by 
transatlantic 
radio­ 
phone, conversations being possi­ 
ble between 
any 
point 
in 
the 
United States and Cuba and any 
point in England, Scotland 
and 
Wales. 
Plans are under foot for 
a hookup soon th at will enable 
Canada to enjoy the same service. 
Experiments have been conduct­ 
ed which have proved the feasi­ 
bility of connecting European cit­ 
ies with this wlreles phone circuit 
with a wired relay from the reg­ 
ular station near London.

Sept. ll .—The 
interjection of the old fashioned 
Issue of “progresslvlsm" which has 
In one form or another Influenced 
many a campaign, has developed 
In the last few days as an Im­ 
portant factor In the general poli­ 
tical situation. 
The certainty th at the Republi­ 
cans will name a conservative sat­ 
isfactory to the business interests 
In the east has aroused certain 
western Republicans, among them 
Senator Nye, of North Dakota, and 
Senator Norris, of Nebraska. Both 
men are looking forward to an ag­ 
gressive area in the next congress 
and an assertion of power. 
It to significant 
th at 
Senator 
Norris was quoted recently as say­ 
ing th at neither wetness nor re­ 
ligion should bar Governor Smith 
from serious consideration and that 
progresslvlsm was far more Im­ 
portant. 
Mr. Norris did not say 
that he would support the New 
York governor if he w as a Demo­ 
cratic candidate, though It to re­ 
called th at the Nebraska senator 
did not hesitate to campaign for a 
Democrat, William B. W ilson, In 
the senatorial contest In Pennsyl­ 
vania, against Vare. 
Smith Satlefiee Prog reset vee 
It is plain that the Progressives 
regard Al Smith aa ta r more satis­ 
factory to them than any Republi­ 
can oandldate from the east. Un­ 
less a third party movement to 
launched to give the progressives 
an opportunity to express their pro 
test against regular Republicanism 
the Inference is being draw n that 
western Republicans of the pro­ 
gressive type, 
will 
show 
their 
friendliness 
to 
the 
Democratic 
nominee if he is a progressive. The 
friendliness manifested by Senator 
Norris 
toward 
Governor 
Smith 
arises from the fact that the New 


Yack governor has been arguing 
on the prater power problem closer 
to tho point of view of tho Ne­ 
braska senator than has any east­ 
ern Republican. 
In other words, 
men like Senator Norris, who are 
absolutely dry on the prohibition 
Issue, are beginning to regard eco­ 
nomic questions as of greater im ­ 
portance in the long run.

not saying th at the drys as a 
whole feel that way as the biggest 
opposition toward Al Smith’s Herni­ 
ation comes from those who win 
not tolerate his attitude In New 
York state toward an enforcement 
act. 
If the New York governor, 
however, makes an open pledge to 
enforce the law rigidly, it will pro­ 
vide a way out to some progress­ 
ives who really would rather see 
him In the W hite House than a 
conservative Republican. 
Political Horizon Changing 
The entire political horizon Is 
changing rapidly due to the fact 
th at men like secretary Mellon are 
taking an active part in choosing 
the Republican candidate. While it 
to true th at former Governor Low­ 
den has the friendship of the farm 
element of the west, the progress­ 
ive 
Republicans 
are 
not at all 
sanguine th at he can win the nom­ 
ination against the combinations of 
states such as New York, Penn­ 
sylvania, New 
Jersey 
and New 
England. Indeed the fight between 
the conservative 
west 
and 
the 
radical or progressive west is com­ 
ing to a head In the next congress 
and will leave Its Imprint on the 
presidential situation too. 
Senator Norris is sufficiently In­ 
dependent to support a Democrat, 
lf he feels so inclined, but the gen­

FRUITS, 
VEGETABLES 
GIVEN 
A N ESTH ETIC 
Borne years ago it was found that when carnations 
were shipped by express, under some circumstances, 
the flowers went to sleep and the buds did not open. 
An investigation revealed 
that 
the 
Illuminant 
Pintsch gas, which consists largely of ethylene, was 
the responsible substance. This led physiologists to 
test ethylene as an anesthetic, and as a result it 
has become one of the most widely used general 
anesthetics in American 
medical practice, largely 
replacing ether and chloroform. 
About four years ago, physicians of the United 
States Bureau of Chemistry reported that the color 
of oranges and lemons could be made natural by 
exposure of the green fruits to an atmosphere of 
ethylene, and since that time this method has be­ 
come a general practice. 
Applications of ethylene 
are being used now to speed up the ripening pro­ 
cess of bananas, tomatoes, celery and other fruits 
and vegetables. 
Cheap to Apply 
Apparently ethylene removes excess acidity, in­ 
creases sugar content and removes tannins and 
other objectionable substances. 
A single dose of 
ethylene, about two or three cubic feet, costs less 
than 40 cents to a carload of fruit, and is sufficient 
to produce a remarkable change in the time neces­ 
sary to ripen bananas, and to change their color, 
flavor and texture. 
The physiologic chemists and the biologists ara 
now making serious studies to determine the mech 
anlsm by which these results are brought 
about. 
Apparently ethylene Increases the breathing rate 
and, associated with this, the concentration of the 
fruit acids and of the tannins becomes less. 
Some 
investigators believe, however, that the ethylene 
acts as a catalytic agent. 
Leas of Vitamins 
In ths meantime, The Journal of the American 
Medical association points out that m an/ additional 
studies are needed in relation to the use of ethylene 
on food substances. Recent investigations show that 
irradiation by the sun confers upon fresh fruits and 
cereals, particularly the leafy vegetables, certain 
vitamlc powers of the greatest importance. 
Perhaps artificial ripening by the use of ethylene 
will interfere seriously with the development 
of 
these powers. The vitamins are relatively delicate. 
No one knows whether artificial and rapid ripening 
increases their presence, decreases it, or materially 
affects it in any way. 
Here ta a field for studies of practical importance 
in which promptness is demanded because of the 
commercial significance of the rapid ripening pro 
cess.

She found that as children malty great 
men had been reported dull. She says: 
"The poet Goldsmith’s teacher said of him, 'There never was 
so dull a boy.' It was really stated that Daniel Webster was so 
slow as a boy. Now, let’s look at the real facts: Goldsmith had 
shown signs of genius at an age when he could scarcely write, 
and he was distinguished for his verse before he was IO years 
old. Webster was poorly prepared in Latin and Greek when, at 
15, he started to Dartmout college; but this merely indicated that 
he had had poor schooling. 
"I found all through by investigation that poor schooling, and 
poor home training, where they occurred, were undoubtedly a 
handicap to these geniuses. In some cases, too, it seems as though 
chance opportunities had played a major part in their success. 
The impressive thing, however, was that these boys and girls took 
advantage of whatever opportunities occurred. 
"Some parents have tried to force their children into a spe­ 
cial pattern, but there is a limit to their success. Karl Weber’s 
father tried desperately to make him a second Mozart, who at the 
age of 5 was being exhibited as a concert pianist all over Europe. 
When little Karl was 9 the father gave up the experiment What 
happened? 
Some years later the boy, this time of his own ac* 
cord, went back to music, and at 18 was a distinguished com­ 
poser. 
Parents should hold up models and heroes before their chil­ 
dren but should not try to make them into cheap imitations. The 
great thing is to bring out the individuality of each child."

S THIS a respectable motive? 
Probably not. We have learned to 
honor Individual men who consider 
the good of others, and to despise 
personal conduct based on self-in­ 
terest alone. But, 
somehow, 
we 
have glorified the exact reverse a t­ 
titude in the conduct of nations. 
To consider the general good is to 
be an "idealist,” and therefore the 
most contemptible of persona Since 
patriotism is the highest virtue, and 
national selfishness ta the test of 
patriotism, It follows that selfish­ 
ness, nationally, is the highest vir­ 
tue. There Is nothing the matter 
with this syllogism except the fals­ 
ity of both its major and minor 
premise*. 


QUPPOSE, then, we fait* to* re- 
spec table ald* of to* argument 
What wy might have don* for to* 
world shall not count 
Th* only 
thing proper to consider ta what we 
might have got out of It for our­ 
selves. Would I t then, have been 
to our self-interest to have bosn 
represented? 
The earlier settlement of th* re­ 
parations question would 
doubt­ 
less have added some billions to toe 
payments on toe debts owed us. 
Earlier disarmament would have 
saved us hundreds of million to now 
inevitable naval expense*. Economic 
rehabilitation of Europe would have 
added other billions to toe profile 
of our commerce. The greater se­ 
curity of Europe against war would 
have increased the value of every 
bond we hold. Wages would have 
been higher, and the farmers have 
had better prices for their crops. 
These motives,* unlike the altru­ 
istic ones first suggested are re­ 
spectable. Fortujiately, both con­ 
siderations lead to ths sam# con­ 
clusions.

Eggs That Hide 


There ar# birds that build very 
elaborate nests, heaping up great 
solid structures of sticks and twigs 
In tree crotches, returning year 
after year to th* same sit*. There 
are other birds that build dainty 
nests, of thistledown and lichens. 
There ar# birds that build nests 
In ths form of hanging cradles 
that swing to every passing breeze. 
Then there are birds that build 
no nest at all, laying their eggs on 
the bare ground without even 
I 
much as a rim of brasses to keep 
them from rolling away. The kill­ 
deer is such a bird. 
When 
you 
find 
a bird that 
builds no nest, do not decide that 
bird is lazy. 
There Is soma very 
good reason for the apparent lack 
of Industry, lf you will look for It 
Most often the bird follows this 
strange habit because the eggs are 
protectively colored and an enemy 
will pass them by, lying out In the 
open, that would spot a nest yards 
away. 
Sharp eyes ar* always on 
the lookout for nests. 
So It is with th* killdeer. 
She 
knows that her speckled eggs will 
hide themselves lf she lays them 
on the bare ground. 
If an enemy approaches th* nest, 
the mother killdeer creeps away to 
a safe distance, and then sets up 
an outcry, Imitating the actions of 
a wounded bird to draw th* prowl­ 
er from the vicinity of her precious 
eggs.
